With Senator Smoot of Utah. 
Senator Lenroot visited Fall 
at a hotel here while the in-

Mezco while he was a member of 
the Cabinet. It subsequently was 
disclosed that the money came 
from Edward L. Doheny, leasor of

Fall's Request. 

Fall said, ‘Ned, would you ‘nind 
saying you made me that loan :a 
cash.

Succumbs to Anemia After

NOTED DEBATERS DIFFER 
ON ROLE AMERICA SHOULD 
TAKE IN HELPING RUSSIA 


Hugh L. Cooper Urges Rec- -

What to do about Russia was de- 
bated last night before the St. 
Louis branch of the Foreign Policy 
Association in Hotel Chase by Hugh 
L. Cooper, distinguished hydro- 
electric engineer, who recently re- 
turned from Russia, and Prof. 
Peterine Sorokin, head of the de- 
partment of sociology of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, expelled from 
Russia in 1922, because he was re- 
garded as “politically undesirable.” 

The wide divergence of viewpoint 
and the complete disagreement of 
the speakers upon essential »facts 
rather increased than decreased the 
perplexity that admittedly § sur- 
rounds the subject. * 

Coopers’ most pertinent and in- 
teresting assertions were: 

That the United States should 
recognize the soviet Government 
when communistic propaganda 
in the United States has been 
abandoned, when Russia compen- 
sates Americans for seized prop- 
erty, and makes a move toward 
paying its foreign debts. 

Taht conditions in Russia have 
shown a distinct, progressive im- 
provement each six months since 
1922. 

Declares Officials Honest. 

That Government officials are 
honest; graft is rare. 

That there has been a marked 
absence of crime. 

That the commerecijal opportu- 
nities in Russia may be meas- 
ured by the comparison that the 
American people yearly consume 
a per capita average of'$310 of 
manufactured goods, while the 
Russians consume only $32 
worth, though they have capacity 
for enjoyment of the things 
Americans enjoy. 

That America should send a 
commission of hard-headed busi- 
ness men to Russia, to study the 
country for several months, seek- 
ing the truth about its affairs, 
which, he admitted, was elusive. 

That Russa needs American in- 
dustrial brains and that in this 
dfrection the United States can 
be of immeasurable assistance to 
the Russians in making further 
progress; moreover, that the 
Americans would be welcome 
more than the nationals of any 
other countr yof the globe. 

Prof.,Sorokin could agree with 
Cooper only on his last statement. 
He agreed that a commission 


might be helpful, provided that, in | 


addition to being ‘“hard-headed,”’ 
they be acquainted with Russian 
history and background and could 
speak Russian. This obviously nul- 
lified his agreement with that sug- 
gestion. 

Agrees on Need of Ald. 

He did, however, emphatically 
agree with Cooper that Russia 
needed industrial advice and help 
—not exploitation, he warned, but 
the American facility for organiza- 
tion and American courage for big 
things. He agreed that Americans 
hold a higher place in the regard 
of the Russians than the people of 
any other country. 

His chief points were: 

That America should not rec- 
ognize the soviets, because the 
sooner the inevitable breakup of 
the soviets, the sooner Russia 
would progress to national sound- 
ness and prosperity.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—The Imper- 


lal Conference, one of whose out- 
standing accomplishments was the 
defining of the British dominions 
as autonomous communities within 
the empire, wound up its sessions 
yesterday with the dispatch of a 
loyal address to Buckingham pal- 
ace, declaring the fidelity of the 


Premiers to the crown. 

“The foundation of our work,” 
the address said, “has been the 
sure knowledge that to each of us, 
as to all your Majesty's subjects, 
the crown is the abiding symbol 
and emblem of the unity of the 
British commonwealth of nations.” 

The conference concluded ita 
business with a recommendation 
the several governments of 
the empire consider the necessity 
for “creating and maintaining an 
adequate chain of air bases for re- 
fueling stations.” 

This recommendation was in a 
resolution on defense. The resolu- 
tion drew attention to one adopted 
by the Imperial’ Defense Commit- 
tee on May 30, 1911, that the gov-
